Power plans could be ‘dead in water’ 


NORTH Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson has backed the Chron¬ 
icle’s We Mean Business cam¬ 
paign, describing it as “extreme¬ 
ly important for Oswestry’s 
economy”. 

Mr Paterson’s support for our cam¬ 
paign, which is aimed at promoting 
Oswestry’s businesses, comes as the 
town welcomed encouraging employ¬ 
ment figures which showed the num¬ 
ber of people out of work had fallen by 
over a third in the last year. 

And it also comes as Mid Wales enjoyed a 
historic low level of unemployment. 

Mr Paterson backed the Chronicle’s 
business campaign during a meeting with 
associate editor Iain St John and adver¬ 
tising staff members Beverley Thompson 
and Andy Eilledge. Key elements of the 
campaign include free of charge edito¬ 
rial business profiles, the relaunch of the 
Chronicle’s Business Club and a poster 
campaign urging people to shop locally. 

Mr Paterson said: “I am delighted to 
support the campaign. It is an enterprising 
campaign which is good for Oswestry and 
good for business. 

“Positive campaigns which promote the 
town’s businesses are extremely important 
for Oswestry’s economy. The campaign 
comes as we welcome more encouraging 
employment news in the town and we hope 
to see further good news in the jobless fig¬ 
ures in the future.” 

Steve Orton, a job centre manager for 
the region, said there had been a steady 
drop in unemployment numbers in and 
around Oswestry. He said: “This time last 
year there were 766 people on Jobseeker’s 
Allowance. Today there are just 471 people 
and of those 120 are in the 18-24 year age 
group. In May the figure was 550 in total so 
this is a consistent drop and one we hope 
will continue.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies wel¬ 
comed new figures which show continuing 
falling levels of unemployment within his 
constituency. The number of claimants for 
Jobseeker’s Allowance in Montgomeryshire 
was 456 in May, representing 1.5 per cent 
of the economically active population. This 
number is down from 491 in April, and is 
also 171 lower than in May, 2014. 

Mr Davies said: “It’s very welcome that 
we see unemployment in Montgomeryshire 
continuing to fall to historically low levels. 

“This is good news for every working 
family, and the increase in wage levels is 
now at a near four-year high.”

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans to build wind 
farms and pylons say the controversial scheme 
is now likely to be “dead in the water.” 

The upbeat message comes after environ¬ 
ment secretary Amber Rudd confirmed the gov¬ 
ernment will no longer hand out subsidies to 
on-shore wind developers. 

Miss Rudd’s announcement should spell the 
end for the controversial Mid Wales Connec¬ 
tion Project, Montgomeryshire Against Pylons 
(MAP) said. 

The National Grid connection project would 
see a 33-mile power cable built between Cefn 
Coch near Llanfair Caereinion and Lower Frank- 
ton near Oswestry to take energy generated by 
proposed wind farms to the national network. 

Most of the cable would be carried on over¬ 
head lines, leading to fears from campaigners 


the work would desecrate the countryside and 
destroy tourism. MAP chairman Jonathan Wil¬ 
kinson said he welcomed Miss Rudd’s stance. 

He said: “I see this as a positive move by the 
government which will save money on all our 
energy bills and save the beautiful landscape 
locally which is enjoyed and appreciated by so 
many. I feel that we who have been campaign¬ 
ing so hard in Montgomeryshire are now being 
listened to. 

“The next step which will bring a huge 
amount of relief and reassurance to local people 
will be that if, as I think is likely, the wind tur¬ 
bines developments in planning will not be built, 
National Grid will publicly announce their with¬ 
drawal from the area and confirm that the Mid 
Wales Connection Project is dead in the water. 
There are rumblings that the wind farm indus¬ 


try will try and mount a legal challenge but local 
campaigners remain cautiously optimistic. 

“The recent moves by the government can 
only be positive for local communities who will 
feel that they are finally being heard.” 

However, Jane Taylor of National Grid, said 
there is currently no change in its position. 

She said the company still had a contract in 
place to connect seven wind farms in Mid Wales, 
some of which are awaiting the decision of a pub¬ 
lic inquiry. 

And she added: “As we’ve always said, we 
will only build what is required. The need for 
our work is driven wholly by the requirements 
of SP Manweb to connect the wind farms. If it 
is established that National Grid’s connection is 
not needed, we will not progress with our plans.”

Meeting hears of 
frustration over 
one-way system 

A CONTROVERSIAL one-way system 
has turned Welshpool into the “black hole 
of Mid Wales” with businesses suffering 
as tourists stay away. 

The claims were made at public meet¬ 
ing on Monday to discuss the town centre 
road system. About 100 people attended 
the talks. 

Ann Holloway, a town and county coun¬ 
cillor, said: “This system has been an 
absolute disaster for Welshpool, I can’t 
think of any other way to say it. It needs 
reversing, we have been turned into the 
black hole of Mid Wales. Nobody stops 
here anymore. Tourists carry on through. 

“I speak to businesses every week and 
they are putting a brave face on, but they 
tell me every week that they are strug¬ 
gling because there is nobody stopping.” 

Town councillor Steve Kaye said: “The 
one way is dangerous but 60 per cent of 
the public don’t know how to drive. 

“I am not picking on any individual but 
I see people going the wrong way all the 
time. I don’t think they know what they 
are doing.” 

Christine Holmes, who runs the Flaunt 
It gift shop, added: “Powys County 
Council is not listening to the people of 
Welshpool. We need to put a vote of no 
confidence as a town into them.” 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said he 
would seek a meeting with Welsh Assem¬ 
bly transport minister Edwina Hart over 
the issue.

Controversial power plans 
are a 'total goner' says MP

PLANS for wind farms and a con¬ 
troversial power line are now “a 
total goner”, an MP said after 
discussions with ministers. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
said he will write to National Grid to 
ask them to scrap its Mid Wales Con¬ 
nection Project after talks with Envi¬ 
ronment Secretary Amber Rudd. 

Mr Davies said he held a discussion with 
officers from the Department of Energy 
and Climate Change and has been left in 
no doubt that plans for Mid Wales can no 
longer proceed. 

He said plans for five wind farms, which 
are subject to a public inquiry, and a power 
line from Cefn Coch near Llanfair Caer- 
einion to Lower Frankton near Oswestry 
which would link energy generated by the 
wind farms to the national supply should 
now be axed. 

The Montgomeryshire MP said: “It is 
obvious now that the Mid Wales Connec¬ 
tion Project is dead, defunct, deceased - a 
total goner. I am writing to the National 
Grid chairman asking for the Mid Wales 
Connection Project to be ditched as soon as 
possible. 

“Funny thing is I don’t feel celebratory 
at all. Just sad and a bit depressed. So 
much division, stress, upset and despair has 
been caused throughout Montgomeryshire 
for no good reason. National Grid has spent 
the best part of £20 million of electricity bill 
payers money on this. 

“National Grid will recharge developers, 
who will recharge customers. It’s always 
the private individuals and job creating 
employers who pay.” 

Speaking in parliament, Miss Rudd said 
the end of government subsidies would 
effectively kill off a number of wind farm 
projects across the UK. 

She said: “We must continue to take 
tough judgements about what new projects 
get subsidies. 

“Onshore wind has deployed successfully 
to date and is an important part of our en¬ 
ergy mix. 

“In 2014, onshore wind made up around 
five per cent of electricity generation, sup¬ 
ported by around £800m of subsidies. We 
could end up with more onshore wind 
projects than we can afford - which would 
lead to either higher bills for consumers, or 
other renewable technologies, such as off¬ 
shore wind, losing out on support.”

“If you think of the seven magnificent 
bookshops in Shropshire, they all have got 
something that is different - Art and Ar¬ 
tisan in Bishop’s Castle, sells beautiful art 
books while we have a cafe and run events. 

“And if you think of the county of Shrop¬ 


shire, we are all far enough away to support 
each other and work together in a way. 

“Although there are obvious challenges 
what we are doing is an experience that 
cannot be replicated online. 

“We have events with authors coming 
along. You can’t get your book signed and 
dedicated when you are shopping online.” 

Booka Bookshop was set up in 2009 and 
has become one of Oswestry’s leading inde¬ 
pendent businesses. 

Its success was recognised when it won 
Independent Bookshop of the Year 2015. 

Mrs Morris said: “For us to win inde¬ 
pendent bookshop of the year, that is put¬ 
ting bookshops in Shropshire on the map.”

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Mum issues 
warningover 
spiked drink 

A TEENAGER ended up in intensive 
care after his drink was spiked at a 
dance, his mother said. 

Chris Davies was at a dance with 
the Oswestry and Whittington Young 
Farmers Club earlier this month 
when he fell ill. 

His mother, Carrie Davies, from 
Llanymynech, said Chris had been 
enjoying the evening on June 12. 

“He had only put his drink down 
for a few minutes. In that time some 
spiteful, sick individual had put some¬ 
thing into his can,” she said. 

“I was alerted when I was at work 
- I am an A&E nurse - that my son 
was unwell. When he arrived, it was 
pretty obvious that he’d had his drink 
spiked. 

“He ended up having to be para¬ 
lysed and intubated to stop him from 
damaging himself and for his con¬ 
dition getting worse. He spent the 
rest of the night and day in intensive 
care.” She is urging parents to warn 
their children of the dangers. 

“My son could have died,” she said. 
“Please tell your children to be vigi¬ 
lant, do not put your drinks down and 
if they act unwell, seek help. Chris is 
okay now, but we were very lucky - 
someone else’s child may not be.” 

Mrs Davies said she didn’t blame 
the organisers of the event at all as 
they had security at the dance at Mid¬ 
dleton Farm, near Oswestry, and the 
event was well run. 

Concerns rising 
for missing man 

POLICE say they are growing in¬ 
creasingly concerned for a pub land¬ 
lord missing from Oswestry. 

Roderick “Rodders” Davies, 51, 
landlord of the Butchers Arms in 
Willow Street, was last seen on Fri¬ 
day but was not reported missing 
until Sunday. His daughter, Rebecca 
Davies, made an emotional plea for 
her father to get in touch. She said: 
“He’s been missing since Friday and 
is in a fragile state. I really hope he is 
well and I just want him to please let 
us know that he is safe and we want 
him home.” 

Pc Jason Tierney said he wanted 
anybody who had seen or heard from 
Mr Davies to come forward. 

He said: “He is described as white, 
approximately 5ft7in, proportionate 
build and bald with a Lancashire ac¬ 
cent. He was wearing a blue/white 
horizontal striped polo shirt, blue 
jeans and blue/yellow trainers.” 


plans rejected by councillors 


Lidl store 

PLANS to open a new discount super¬ 
market which would have created up 
to 40 new jobs has been thrown out by 
planning chiefs. 

Lidl wanted to open a new store in 
Mill Lane, Welshpool, opposite the 
town’s Tesco superstore. 

But members of Powys County 
Council’s planning committee refused 
the application on the basis that it 
would take business away from the 


town and there was not sufficient 
parking provisions on the proposed 
site. 

Speaking at a meeting of the plan¬ 
ning committee in Welshpool on Tues¬ 
day, Welshpool Town Council clerk 
Robert Robinson told the committee: 
“The town council is not against the 
plans, but feels it is not the right place 
for it. Loading with lorries in such a 
tight location worries the council, as 


does the wall along the canal - an im¬ 
portant part of Welshpool. The council 
also believes the old Co-op supermar¬ 
ket in Berriew Street should have 
been filled before a new site is opened. 

“There was also a worry Oldford 
residents would become disenfran¬ 
chised.” 

Members of the committee voiced 
their opinion that there was not suf¬ 
ficient parking places planned for the 


development. Councillor Bob Mills 
said: “Competition is a good thing, 
but I sometimes wonder about these 
developments. There will be 65 park¬ 
ing spaces. Is this enough? I see what 
it is like at the Lidl in Newtown and it 
causes traffic to back up to the main 
road. It could be the same here.” 

Members voted 14-1 in favour of 
refusing the plans. There was one ab¬ 
stention. 


Fort campaigners' fears 
to be highlighted by NIP

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson is to write to Shrop¬ 
shire Council and the Govern¬ 
ment over plans to build homes 
in the shadow of Oswestry Iron 
Age hillfort. 

But the MP will not be writing for 
or against the inclusion of the site in 
Shropshire’s development blueprint. 

Instead Mr Paterson will simply inform 
both the council and Communities Secre¬ 
tary Greg Clark of local concerns over plans 
for 117 homes following a meeting with 
members of The Hands Off Old Oswestry 
Hillfort (HOOOH) group. 

Mr Paterson said he was happy to write 
to the minister on behalf of his constituents 
but he would not be getting involved in any 
other way. He said: “They came to my sur¬ 
gery and asked me to write the letters. Peo¬ 
ple often ask if I can write on their behalf. 
Usually it’s only to Shropshire Council, but 
they wanted me to write to Greg Clark as 
well. But I never take sides on planning 
matters. I haven’t the whole time I’ve been 
in office and my predecessor never did ei¬ 
ther.” 

Campaigner and archaeologist Dr George 
Nash said: “We had a very constructive dis¬ 
cussion with Mr Paterson, impressing on 
him that this is an issue not just of local 
but of national interest.” 

The site, off Whittington Road, has been 
included in a planning inspector’s list for 
potential development despite objections 
from the Oswestry group at a public hear¬ 
ing last December. Earlier drafts of the 
development plan included land within 85 
metres of the hillfort at Jasmine Gardens 
and at Oldport Farm, but these were taken 
off the list in the latest draft.

Jail warning for 
drugs offence 

A 39-year-old man from Oswestry has 
been warned he faces jail after he ad¬ 
mitted possessing class A drugs with 
intent to supply. 

Gareth Harold Jones, of Queen 
Elizabeth Close, Oswestry, was due 
to stand trial at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court last week but changed his plea 
before the trial began. 

He admitted possessing the class A 
drugs cocaine and diamorphine with 
intent to supply on May 9, 2014. 

The case was adjourned until July 
16 for a pre-sentence report to be pre¬ 
pared by the probation service. 

Judge Jonathon Gosling warned 
Jones that he should expect a prison 
sentence. “This is a very serious 
crime,” he said. Simon Party, for 
Jones, told the court that his client 
had been a drug addict for a long time. 

“He was acting as a runner-cum- 
sub-dealer for people higher up the 
chain,” he said. Jones was granted 
bail with the condition to comply with 
the Probation Service over the prepa¬ 
ration of the report. 

Man injured in 
road collision 

AN 85-year-old man was airlifted to 
hospital with potentially life-threat¬ 
ening injuries after a four-car crash. 

The collision happened on the A495 
at Llanyblodwel on Sunday at about 
4.45pm. 

Police spokeswoman Sophie Flynn 
said: “The silver Rover 75 Club Se 
Tourer belonging to the injured man 
was travelling on the A495 towards 
Llynclys Crossroads. A Mercedes C 
Class C300, an orange Vauxhall Corsa, 
and a maroon Vauxhall were also trav¬ 
elling on the A495 in the opposite di¬ 
rection towards Powys. 

“The Silver Rover came into colli¬ 
sion with the Mercedes, debris from 
that collision then collided with the 
Vauxhall Corsa which then collided 
with the maroon Vauxhall. The Rover 
then came off the carriageway and col¬ 
lided with a tree.” 

The driver of the Rover was taken 
to hospital by air ambulance. 

Crash closes route 

A TWO-car crash blocked one of the 
main roads through Oswestry for a 
short time. 

The crash in Oswald Road happened 
at about 10am on Tuesday at the exit 
to the town’s Aldi supermarket. Fire¬ 
fighters were called to deal with one of 
the cars, which had a badly damaged 
front end and a fuel leak.

Equipment 
is stolen in 
raid at firm 

RAIDERS escaped with thousands of 
pounds of property when they broke into a 
tool hire company in Oswestry. 

Heavy digger buckets and propane gas 
bottles were stolen when balaclava clad 
burglars smashed their way into the com¬ 
pound at Griffiths Tool Hire on the town’s 
Maes y Clawdd industrial estate. 

The break-in happened in the early 
hours of Wednesday last week. The three 
offenders spent an hour and a half on the 
premises removing their haul. Police want 
to hear from anyone who may have seen 
unusual activity in the area. 

Kevin Griffiths, owner of the company, 
appealed to scrap yard dealers to be on the 
look-out for digger buckets being offered 
for scrap. 

Constable Andy Mayne of West Mercia 
Police said 36 propane gas bottles of as¬ 
sorted sizes, worth £1,300 were taken along 
with 15 buckets for digger vehicles, worth 
£3,000 

“They ranged in size from micro buckets 
to three tonne buckets, which would have 
been difficult to move,” he said. 

The thieves also caused £1,500 damage to 
the metal fence surrounding the compound 
and the security lighting. 

Officers are now studying CCTV footage 
from the company. Constable Mayne added: 
“We are appealing for witnesses. Many 
lorry drivers park up on the industrial es¬ 
tate and Griffiths Tool Hire is close to the 
Premier Inn and pub/restaurant where 
guests would have been staying overnight.”

A BUSINESSMAN has launched plans to 
provide community sports facilities on a 
town centre green in Oswestry - and has 
said he wants to meet local residents oppos¬ 
ing the plans. 

Peter Starbuck says he wants to reas¬ 
sure people who fear the Brynhafod Field 
changes would bring traffic, litter and noise 
problems to the area. 

Members of the Friends of Brynhafod 
Field say it is a much used green space that 
is free and available to all. 

Mr Starbuck has been talking to Oswestry 
Cricket Club and Shropshire Council about 
his ideas, which would include an athletics 
track, cricket nets, a rounders pitch and 
tennis and netball courts.

ORGANISERS of a vintage rally believe a 
successful show could help lead to a trans¬ 
port museum being set up near Oswestry. 

Transport enthusiast Clive Knowles said 
he believed the first Oswestry Classic and 
Vintage Transport Rally would be the big¬ 
gest show of its type held in the area. 

Mr Knowles, who came up with the idea 
for the rally and will hold it at the British 
Ironwork Centre at Aston near Oswestry 
which he founded, said he hoped the re¬ 
newed interest would lead to a motor mu¬ 
seum being set up in the town. 

He said: “I’ve been to scores of rallies 
and festivals across the country letting 
them know about this inaugural event and 
the feedback has been great. 

“I’m confident we are going to experi¬ 
ence a huge turnout of vehicles and that 
this event will become a firm fixture on the 
vintage transport rally calendar. 

“It will not only attract people to the 
ironwork centre but also to the Oswestry 
area and bring much needed income into 
the community.” 

The National Motorcycle Exhibition will 
be taking a display to the Oswestry cen¬ 
tre which Mr Knowles said would be the 
forerunner to the establishment of a motor 
museum. “I would love to see the museum 
develop,” he said. “We have the room and 
the perfect location and a transport mu¬ 
seum would sit perfectly alongside what we 
already do here.” The transport rally will 
take place on July 18 and entry will be free. 


Her part of its original site on the Shrews- 
>ury Road and planning permission given 
for a retail and cinema complex on the re¬ 
mainder - in 2013. It has since received a 
further £lm of capital investment. 

In its annual returns, made public at 
last week’s finance committee, the council 
revealed that it has adopted a ‘safe invest¬ 
ment strategy’ dividing the money between 
High Street banks and the CCLA which 
provides investment and property fund 
management services to local authorities. 

In his report to council, Town Clerk 
David Preston reminded councillors that 
the council had decided to levy a precept for 
2015/16 that meant no increase for parish¬ 
ioners. He said the council’s financial posi¬ 
tion was healthy with a year end reserve of 
£1,614,496. 

“This has been achieved through con¬ 
servative budgeting and cost savings. Car 
park income was also higher than esti¬ 
mated,” he said. 

The council has earmarked reserves of 
£535,570 to fund several projects includ¬ 
ing play equipment in Cae Glas Park, the 
Oswestry Cemetery rebuild and the refur¬ 
bishment of the town’s public toilets. It has 
also allocated a further £194,000 for capital 
projects for the coming year. 

A sum of £53,000 has been included for 
solar roof panels on the Powis Hall market 
and new gazebos for traders. 

“A report on the feasibility of solar pan¬ 
els will be presented to council shortly,” Mr 
Preston said. This year the council will also 
look to re-tender its Christmas decorative 
lights contract and has included £40,000 in 
its budget for ‘significant improvements’. 

The council runs three town centre car 
parks and both indoor and outdoor re¬ 
tail markets. It leases several buildings 
and land in the town including the Edin¬ 
burgh Woollen Mill and Home Bargains 
stores, the Sainsbury’s store land and the 
Oswestry Smithfield. 

It also runs the Guildhall and Oswestry 
Visitor Centre, the town’s allotments and 
various parks and open spaces as well as 
Oswestry Cemetery. 


A LANDMARK tree which has stood for 
hundreds of years has died - but its legacy 
could live on through saplings grown from 
its seeds. 

The Lonely Tree at Llanfyllin was blown 
over in the hurricane-strength storms that 
swept Britain in February last year. 

The town tried to save the tree, covering 
its remaining roots with soil, but experts 
have now reached the conclusion that the 
tree can’t be saved and has died. 

Llanfyllin’s county councillor Peter 
Lewis, whose family farm on the land where 
the tree stood, said it was a sad occasion. 

“We were worried last year, but a third of 
it was still green,” he said. 

“It’s been an iconic symbol for gener¬ 
ations, but it’s finally succumbed to the 


weather and old age.” Cllr Lewis said res¬ 
idents are now looking to the future and 
hope to grow a new landmark tree from the 
pine cones of the Lonely Tree. 

He said: “We had a meeting where we 
talked about what we do now. 

“We hope to find people who’ve had cones 
from the tree to see if we can grow new sap¬ 
lings and plant again from those. 

“The Lonely Tree has done well for us, to 
win Welsh Tree of the Year last year. It’s 
really put Llanfyllin on the map. We want 
to preserve that history for future genera¬ 
tions.” The remains of the tree will stay on 
the site above the town. 

The majestic Scots pine had been a prom¬ 
inent landmark on the top of the hill for 
centuries.

TOWN 


If junk mail is one of your pet 
hates be prepared. Things are 
about to get worse and it will all 
be down to your internet habits. 

Homeowners will be sent ‘tar¬ 
geted’ junk mail based on their 
internet shopping habits after 
Royal Mail signed up with an 
as yet unnamed UK retailer. It 
seems simply clicking onto a 
product and adding it to your 
personal basket will trigger a 
deluge of mail, even if you don’t 
continue with the purchase. 

The pilot scheme has sparked 
fears that homes will be bom¬ 
barded and that Royal Mail will 
become more of a leaflet distri¬ 
bution business than its intended 
purpose of delivering our letters. 

The retailer will collect data on 
which products you and me look 
at, using ‘cookies’ - which is a 
file stored on our computers and 
logging our activity - and match¬ 
ing the information to postal 
addresses. Letters will be sent 
out to internet users who have 
abandoned an onine shopping 
basket before completing a pur¬ 
chase - so Big Brother really will 
be watching you. I’m no internet 
expert but I’m reliably advised by 
a friend who is that there is a way 
to stop this sudden mountain of 
junk mail dropping through our 
letterboxes. You can change 
your preferences so that the re¬ 
tailer is not able to use cookies 
to monitor your activity he tells 
me. I’m asking him around to get 
it sorted. 

David Cameron won my vote 
at the last General Election when 
he promised to review the Hu¬ 
man Rights Act and if there was 
ever an example of the need for 
change it came this week and 
disgusted me. 

A High Court judge ruled that 
a terror suspect should have his 
tag removed because it breached 
his human rights, meaning secu¬ 
rity services can no longer track 
the fanatic’s movements. 

If that’s not bad enough Mr 
Justice Collins knew that the un¬ 
named suspect, who supports 
terror group Al Shabaab, and is 
accused of being a fundraiser, 
has already breached his order 
no less than 10 times so does he 
really have any rights at all? He 
is suspected of sending funds 
to a group responsible for many 
atrocities. What judge in his right 
mind makes a decision like this? 
Time for action Mr Cameron.

An important vote on the 
EU is coming. Our political 
editor DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 
looks at some key points 

INSCRUTABLE, wasteful and 
the means by which immi¬ 
grants are allowed to come to 
Britain and claim benefits, or 
the vital protector of free trade 
and peace? The European Un¬ 
ion itself is on trial. 

While David Cameron tries to 
convince fellow leaders of the need 
to renegotiate the terms of the EU, 
the only thing that is clear is that 
the next two years will be full of 
spin, misused statistics and scare- 
mongering on all sides. 

The PM has already suffered a signifi¬ 
cant rebellion over the issue. 

Former Cabinet ministers including 
North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson, 
were among 27 Tory rebels who went 
against the Government over its plans to 
drop purdah rules for the campaign. 

In the end the Government saw off 
defeat after Labour abstained from the 
vote. 

But there will be more challenges 
ahead for Mr Cameron as he pushes 
ahead with the EU referendum. 

Here we answer some of the the key 
questions on the EU referendum: 

Why is the referendum 
important? 

The last time Britain voted on Eu¬ 
rope it was to enter the common market 
in 1975. Since then it has grown and 
changed, arguably beyond recognition. 
The referendum will give every British 
citizen a chance to decide whether Brit¬ 
ain should be in the EU or out. 



Should we stay or should we go? The EU referendum will decide 

What is the European 
Union? 


Today, it is an economic and political 
partnership between 28 countries. The 
original idea came after the Second 
World War with the idea that co-oper¬ 
ating on trade and economic matters 
would make it much less likely that we 
would ever go to war again. The “sin¬ 
gle market” lets countries move goods 
around and allows people to move be¬ 
tween the member states for work, 
treating them as one country. There are 
shared rules on transport, consumer 
rights, the environment and so on. 

What will the question 
be? 

The landmark referendum will ask 
the question: “Should the United King¬ 


dom remain a member of the European 
Union?” 

When will the referen¬ 
dum be held? 

The Conservatives have promised it 
will be before the end of 2017. Now that 
Labour has dropped its objections to the 
referendum, it shouldn’t have any trou¬ 
ble getting on the statute book. There 
has been a suggestion it might happen 
next year if David Cameron can com¬ 
plete his negotiations sooner. 

Why don’t they just hold 
it now? 

Many people would like them to. But 
David Cameron says he wants to negoti¬ 
ate a different deal for the UK and then 
have the referendum based on that. 


What does the PM want? 

He wants to cut back on free move¬ 
ment, particularly the rights of people 
from other European countries to ben¬ 
efits and tax credits. 

But this is a sticking point. 

Belgium’s Prime Minister has already 
said free movement of labour is a red 
line and there will be no compromise on 
that issue. 

He also wants to do away with the the 
doctrine of “ever closer union” - the idea 
that the different countries will keep 
forging new ways to work together. 

And he wants the power for Britain to 
opt out of more EU laws. 

Why leave the EU? 

The campaign group Better Off Out 
says we would be free to make stronger 
trade deals. 

It also thinks we would be able to bet¬ 
ter control our borders, regenerate fish¬ 
eries and keep the NHS for UK citizens. 

Ukip’s Nigel Farage thinks Britain 
could be like Norway, which has access 
to the single market but is not bound 
by EU laws on agriculture, home affairs 
and justice. 

It is also argued that we spend many 
billions a year on membership of the EU 
and get little back in return for it so the 
money could be put to better use. 

Why stay in? 

Some business leaders say the union 
makes it much cheaper and easier to 
export goods and that these savings are 
far greater than the billions of pounds 
Britain spends by being in the EU. 

There is also an argument that re¬ 
stricting immigration from the conti¬ 
nent limits the opportunities to attract 
the best and brightest to Britain. 

As a member of the EU we also have 
clout that our special ally the USA finds 
very helpful. 

Some experts also think this link 
to Europe is what attracts the likes of 
China and India to invest in the UK.

Report will 
doom us to 
housing close 
to hill fort 

THE “Main Modifications” report from the 
Planning Inspector who has been tasked 
with examining the SamDev local plans for 
Shropshire has been published. 

To my horror the site close to Old 
Oswestry Hillfort which was a preferred 
option by the county for the development 
of 117 houses remains in it, albeit now with 
some unworkable (in my opinion) provisos 
about maintaining some views to the hill- 
fort. 

So we are doomed to see the encroach¬ 
ment of the historic landscape at the foot 
of the hillfort by twee suburban houses, 
with their street lights and pitched roofs 
and roads which no longer follow historic 
routes, blocking out views to and from the 
hillfort and reducing Oswestry’s tourism 
potential.

I was trying to think of something amus¬ 
ing to say about the relative merits of vot¬ 
ing and playing the lottery, then I came 
upon the following in Private Eye: “Num¬ 
ber crunching: 30,687,180 votes cast in the 
general election; 40,000,000 votes cast by 
viewers in last year’s X-factor”.

Ruth Scutter, from Powis Cas¬ 
tle, said the chicks hatched on 
June 12 but the mum had been 
having trouble looking after 
them all. “We don’t know what 
happened to them,” she said. 

“They’re quite well protected 
from foxes because the garden’s 
fenced off, but they do get at¬ 
tacked by birds of prey. 

“We do what we can, but I 
think four was too many for her 
to look after. Two is probably 
the ideal number now because 
they can run and hide under¬ 
neath her if there’s danger. 
“They make the worst mothers 
ever, do peahens. Last week we 
came across the mum and two 
babies in the courtyard and one 
of the babies was on the lawn 
and she’d just left it there. We 
had to chase the chick and catch 
it to take it back to mum.”

Airs well after 
man's tumble 

A MAN was left red-faced after get¬ 
ting stuck in a shallow well at a hotel 
on the Shropshire border.

Calls made for action to 
tackle village speeders 


Fundraising challenge is laid down

FEARS are rising that speeding 
on a road through a Mid Wales 
village will lead to a fatality. 

The most recent accident saw a 
wall demolished at Mark Crosher’s 
Llansantffraid home and two people 
in the car injured. 

Mr Crosher said if his granddaughter had 
been visiting, the two of them could have 
been sitting on the wall. 

He is now calling for double white lines 
and a moving of the 30 mile an hour speed 
limit. The main road through Llansantff¬ 
raid, the A495, is a popular route for holi¬ 
daymakers and daytrippers travelling from 
Shropshire and the Midlands to the Welsh 
coast, avoiding the busy A483 trunk road. 

In the most recent crash a driver lost 
control of his vehicle and hit the wall of 
Mr Crosher’s detached house on the Mei- 
fod side of the village. He and his wife, 
Amanda, have lived there for nine years 
and he says the problem is getting worse. 

The 48-year-old says it is the latest in a 
series of accidents and near misses. 

“The speeding as people leave and enter 
this side of the village is absolutely horren¬ 
dous and ridiculous,” he said. 

Mr Crosher works for a recovery com¬ 
pany and has in the past retrieved vehicles 
from that stretch of road. 

He added: “I also have a speed gun as 
part of my job and have stood outside my 
house just to see at what speed drivers are 
travelling. 

“I have clocked vehicles going out of the 
village towards Meifod at 57 miles an hour 
and recently a BMW entering the 30 mile 
an hour stretch at 70 miles an hour. It’s 
crazy.”

Mrs Harrington 
is urging people to take part in the 
Lake Vyrnwy Half Marathon on 
September 1 to boost the appeal. 
She said: “It would be great if people 
came forward to run for the appeal 
in the half marathon.’’Earlier this 
year Emilie and Evie did a sponsored 
mile walk at Lake Vyrnwy. 


Royalcouple 
to enjoy the 
sights of big 
townfestival 

THE Prince of Wales and the Duchess 
of Cornwall will be paying a visit to 
this year’s Llangollen International 
Musical Eisteddfod. 

The royal couple will arrive by hel¬ 
icopter on the July 7 opening day of 
the event for the Parade of Nations 
led by Eisteddfod president Terry 
Waite, CBE. They will be escorted to 
the Royal International Pavilion by 
the Lord Lieutenant Harry Fether- 
stonhaugh and his wife Davina, who 
will introduce them to Eisteddfod 
chairman Gethin Davies and other Ei¬ 
steddfod officers before meeting those 
who are taking part in the parade. 

The Prince and the Duchess will 
then watch as the parade sets off on 
its annual route into the town. 

Chairman Mr Davies, 76, has seen 
four royal visits to the festival - in 
1953 a visit to the Eisteddfod was one 
of the first of the Queen’s official en¬ 
gagements after her coronation; the 
Prince of Wales visited with Diana 30 
years ago in 1985, while in 2006 he 
came with the Duchess of Cornwall.

positively to the Ofsted Report and to 
maintain as much stability as possible 
in order to ensure improvements 
needed to impact positively on the 
outcomes for the current Years 11, 

12 and 13 in particular. This strategy 
appears to be bearing fruit this 
summer.” 

Mr Loveday, Headteacher said, 
“The action plan in response to 
the October Ofsted report is being 
delivered through the hard work

We are hopeful that we will exceed our original targets for 
GCSE and A / AS Level and produce results that are close to 
our best of the past. 

There have been staffing difficulties in Science this

Contrary to 
some ill-founded rumours, 
there are not large numbers 
of staff leaving. We are, 




of course, sorry to be

in their chosen ways. 

We are confident that 
we have made good 
appointments to these 

vacancies and that the high standards we have become used 
to in options subjects will be maintained. 

There is still work to do, of course, in order to ensure 
that the students continue to thrive and achieve. Governors 
and senior staff have already begun putting together the 
plan for the next academic year. This 
will mean consolidating and building 
upon the improvements made in the last 
few months and ensuring that practice 
is consistent across the school. As a 
consequence, the plan will be significantly 
slimmer than the last and there will be a 
particular focus on further improvements 
in marking and assessment, differentiation 
and raising expectations.

Community 

The town holds a host of community events throughout 
the year, including an old tyme market, a carnival, the 
Christmas lights switch-on, floral competitions, St George’s 
Day celebrations and its own internationally renowned 
floodlight cycle race. Newport also has its own canal section 
with a recently modernised tow-path, for a gentle stroll ad¬ 
jacent to the town’s ‘Victoria Park’. The canal is generally 
used for fishing, however work to extend the canal at its 
eastern end is underway with the aspiration to join up with 
the canal at Norbury Junction. Newport is also connected 
to the national cycle route with Ironbridge, Telford and 
Stafford being easily accessible by bike. 

The town has a history to be proud of. Charles Dickens 
stayed in the Bear Hotel and modelled Miss Haversham in 
his novel ‘Great Expectations’ (1861) on Elizabeth Parker, 
a recluse who lived at Chetwynd House in the town. Nearby 
in Tong you’ll also find the grave of Little Nell. 

Four miles south of Newport are the ruins of Lilleshall 
Abbey, founded in 1145 under a charter from King Ste¬ 
phen. Today the Abbey is a romantic looking ruin, ideal 
for picnics or short walks. On the outskirts of Newport you 
will also find Lilleshall National Sports Centre to the south, 
home of British Gymnastics and Archery organisations and 
Harper Adams University to the north.

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Mystery of 
lions at 
Lilleshall 
runs on...

YOU’VE heard of the lions of Longleat. 
But what about the lions of Lilleshall? 

But are they lions? Or are they griffins? Were 
there a pair of each? 

Whatever you might call them, there can be agree¬ 
ment on one point - they have roamed. For those four 
stone beasts which once stood proudly at the foot of 
Lilleshall Monument are no longer there. 

By October 1966, two of the creatures were languish¬ 
ing in a field nearby - and we know that as we have a 
picture in our archives showing them there. 

The original caption read: “Two proud kings of the 
jungle who once stood guard on the Lilleshall Monu¬ 
ment lie dejected in a field half a mile away hoping that 
one day they may be reinstated in their rightful do¬ 
main. Pictured with the lions are the wife and daughter 
of the vicar of Lilleshall, Mrs M. Smith and baby Sara.” 

The story of the lions, or griffins, or both, is one of 
conflicting information. One account has it that there 
was a pair of each, standing at the corners at the foot 
of the monument, part of the original structure built 
on the top of Lilleshall Hill in 1833. 

The monument was hit by lightning in June 1839. 
It suffered considerable damage and, it is said, some 
of the stone creatures were hurled down into gardens 
below the hill. 

An alternative version is that they were removed as 
a precaution against future lightning strikes. 

In due course, the monument, which had been built 
in memory of the First Duke of Sutherland, was re¬ 
stored, and a lightning conductor was added. Dur¬ 
ing another thunderstorm, on April 28, 1884, it was 
blasted again. 

“One of the huge blocks which compose the monolith 
was hurled for a distance of 50 yards from the site, and 
the whole of the shaft of the pillar thrown down,” said 
a contemporary report in the Shrewsbury Chronicle. 

A photograph in the collection of Newport historian 
Malcolm Miles showing the monument in a postcard 
franked in 1930 reveals that the stone creatures were 
absent by that time. 

And the Rev Geoffrey Smith, vicar of Lilleshall from 
1966 to 1986, and whose wife Margaret and daughter 
Sara are on our 1966 photo, was to recall: “The story 
goes that they were removed because they were afraid 
they were going to get struck by lightning in a thun¬ 
derstorm.” 

One pair, he said, was taken to the entrance of Lil¬ 
leshall Hall, which is historically home of the Dukes of 
Sutherland. 

“The other two were dumped in this field owned by 
the Whitfield family opposite the vicarage in Lilleshall. 
Subsequently they were moved from there when the 
Whitfield family moved. They were moved to Cheswell 
Manor or Cheswell Grange Farm (near Newport), al¬ 
though I’m not quite sure what happened.” 

The photo was, incidentally, taken on his daughter’s 
first birthday. She became Mrs Sara Rex. 

Did two of the creatures really go to Lilleshall Hall, 
home of the National Sports Centre? 

If there was a pair of griffins and a pair of lions, it 
was the lions which went to Lilleshall - as those at 
Cheswell are the same as the griffins that Mr Smith 
identified in that 1966 picture. 

A researcher who went on a lion hunt to Lilleshall 
found the two lions there are actually fibreglass cop¬ 
ies, and the original which provided the template was 
under the hall’s colonnade, with its twin thought to be 
somewhere in the grounds. 

The true destination of the Lilleshall lions is solved 
then? There is a spanner to throw into the works. 
When Tixall Hall, near Stafford, was demolished in the 
1920s, it was reported that two coadstone lions were 
sold to the Lilleshall estate. 

So which are the lions at Lilleshall now - those from 
the monument, or those from Tixall Hall? 

Until somebody can definitively identify those at the 
hall as being those from the monument, we have a big 
cat mystery which will run and run.

Research tells how 
railway was revived 


THE man with the suitcase was 
entirely serious. He walked into 
Bridgnorth railway station and 
asked the time of the next train 
to Shrewsbury. 

“He went away somewhat embar¬ 
rassed when told that there hadn’t 
been any trains for over two years and 
the reason there were people running 
the station was because we were trying 
to reopen it,” recalled Keith Beddoes, 
the rail enthusiast who, 50 years ago, 
started the process which ended in tri¬ 
umph with the revival of the Severn 
Valley Railway, which is today one of 
Shropshire’s top attractions running 
steam trains between Bridgnorth and 
Kidderminster. 

The story of how a team of volunteers 
got together to revive the railway has been 
recorded in detail, thanks to the work of 
Bridgnorth researcher and historian Chris 
Magner. 

“Some time ago I tried to locate the early 
volunteers, some of whom have sadly passed 
away, to get the real story of how it started 
and who were the originals,” said Chris. 
“Some of the people have been forgotten 
and probably will not feature in any official 
publication. Included in the notes are some 
of the lesser known personalities, such as 
Charley Winwood of Bridgnorth, who do not 
feature in the present day official text from 
the SVR. They deserve to be remembered 
for their efforts in the pioneering days. 

“With the SVR celebrating 50 years, I 
thought theses notes might be of some in¬ 
terest.” 

Chris’ researches and interviews shed 
a fascinating light on how a group of like- 
minded pioneers made history. 

The last passenger train on the SVR 
had run in September 1963, and the track 
north of Bridgnorth was subsequently dis¬ 
mantled. 

Keith Beddoes, who lives now in Telford, 
played the key part in bringing the line 
south of Bridgnorth back to life. He has

been a railway enthusiast going back to the 
time of the last war when his family lived 
close to Kidderminster Station. 

In his recollections to Chris, he recalls 
that early in 1965 there were many ru¬ 
mours and reports about closures, includ¬ 
ing the Admiralty Armament Depot and 
branch line at Ditton Priors, for which he 
had a particular affection. 

“I was working at a factory in Stourport 
Road, Kidderminster, when the closure was 
announced and discussed it with a fellow fit¬ 
ter and rail enthusiast, Dave Carter. Hav¬ 
ing missed the closure of the other branch 
lines, it was decided, at my instigation, 
to have a trip over this one before it too 
closed.” 

Their trip, starting from Ditton Priors, 
was in a raging blizzard on March 17, 1965. 
The line closed on April 16. 

“Back at work, Dave and I discussed 
the local branch lines, even to the point of 
wondering if they couldn’t be reopened in 
a small way, not particularly by BR, but by 
ordinary people.” 

Dave left the company shortly after¬ 
wards, but the idea had taken root. Letters 
were written to the press, their response 
being to get in touch on Monday morning 
to arrange a meeting with them. During the 
course of the evening several people turned 
up, each giving ideas and support to the 
scheme, so much so that it was decided to 
hold a public meeting. 

About 50 people attended this meeting, 
the outline plans being explained to the 
floor. 

“Some time was spent discussing the pros 
and cons of the various branches, the feel¬ 
ing being that the Severn Valley Line was 
the best to pursue. 

“A committee of eight was appointed, a 
name agreed for the project - The Severn 
Valley Railway Society - and a subscription 
of one guinea per annum.” 

The Severn Valley Railway was reborn.

How ‘Old Johnny’ was mistaken for escaped gorilla 


IT was a sensation in Victorian Shropshire 
- a gorilla from a wild beast menagerie trav¬ 
elling to Bridgnorth had escaped and was 
somewhere out there in the countryside. 

And there was laughter too when one poor man 
was mistaken for the ape - an incident which in¬ 
spired a cartoon. 

The story of the great escape of 1878 has been uncov¬ 
ered by Bridgnorth historian Clive Gwilt. 

But is the tale true? He has a cutting, which gives the 
details, headed A GORILLA AT LARGE. It turns out to 
have been from the December 8, 1878, edition of Shel¬ 
drake’s Aldershot & Sandhurst Military Gazette. 

The report (with original spellings) ran: “For a fortnight 
past the district around Madely Wood, Salop, has been in 
a state of intense excitement, by the alleged depredations 
committed by a gorilla, which is said to have escaped from

a wild beast menagerie travelling to Bridgnorth. 

“The animal was stated to have first made his appear¬ 
ance in the neighbourhood of that town, where in the 


darkness of the night it was severally seen by a clergyman 
and a policeman, both of whom fled. It is also said to have 
appeared at several places in the neighbourhood. 

“A few evenings since the occupier of a house in Madely 
Wood went to bed at a reasonable hour, with the greater 
portion of his family, leaving his ‘gude wife’ up. She took 
the opportunity to visit a neighbour, leaving the door open 
and a candle burning. Returning in a short time, she was 
horrified at seeing a bent form, with a goodly array of gray 
hair around its face, crouching over the expiring embers 
of the fire. 

“Too frightened to shriek, she ran to her neighbours, 
who quickly armed themselves with pokers, iron bars, 
guns, and pitchforks. The form was seen sitting at the 
fire, but evidently aroused by the approaching body, rose 
to its full height and revealed the figure of an eccen¬ 
tric character well known in the neighbourhood as ‘Old 
Johnny,’ who seeing the door open had quietly walked in 
to light his pipe.”

ALTHOUGH they may go largely 
unnoticed, it’s the small things in 
life that can throw up the biggest 
surprises. 

In nature, each and every organism 
is fascinating. Often in the wild it is 
the larger creatures that are easier to 
study both in terms of tracking them 
and in terms of financial grants to do 
so in the first place. But thankfully it’s 
not all about the big animals. 

Take great tits for example. We all know 
what one looks like because they are willing 
to use bird feeders and tables to supplement 
their diet. 

This tolerance of people is usually a good 
thing for animals but in the great tit’s case 
it has also meant that it is one of the most 
intensely studied of all birds. 

Their readiness not only to take advan¬ 
tage of offerings but also to use nest boxes, 
is one of the reasons they are such popular 
birds to study and the longest running sur¬ 
vey of them started in Wytham Wood near 
Oxford in the 1930s and continues to this 
day. 

The most widespread of all the species of 
tit, it is found across almost all of Europe 
and east to Japan and south to Indonesia. 
Within that swathe of population there are 
no fewer than 30 different races of great tit. 

However many of these are predomi¬ 
nately grey and black and lack the bright 
yellow of European birds. Certainly not a 
rare bird, Britain’s population stands at 
around two million pairs with most individ¬ 
uals being sedentary and rarely moving far 
from where they hatched.

Several decades ago many British-ringed 
great tits were being recovered abroad. 
These days however this is becoming some¬ 
thing of a rarity. Why so? Well would you 
bother flying across the channel for a Sun¬ 
day lunch? 

Because of the increase in the amount 
of food available in gardens, a difficult and 
dangerous trip has become obsolete. 

So with an increase in great tit numbers, 
how have their predators been fairing? 

The main avian predator of any garden 
bird is the sparrowhawk and although the 
destruction of suitable habitat by us is cur¬ 
tailing their population, there has been 
some interesting results on how great tits 
react to their predation. 

In the 1960s, when sparrowhawk num¬ 
bers had been decimated by pesticide poi¬ 
soning, the most dominant great tits were 
also the heaviest. However, these fatter 
birds are the most vulnerable to sparrow- 
hawks, so once the latter’s population re¬ 
covered, the dominant males lost their 
excess weight. 

Another note (literally) of interest con¬ 
cerning males of the species is that, as well 
as their distinctive double-note song being 
one of the most familiar sounds of spring, 
there are, in fact a huge number of varia¬ 
tions of the song, and a typical cock great 
tit will use around 40 variations.

If you hear a bird song that you can’t 
identify, then there’s a good chance it will 
be a great tit. 

It has been found that the individual 
birds with the greatest repertoire of songs 
enjoy the most success with the females 
and oddly this seems to mirror a wider, 


more lustrously black stripe down his 
breast. When naturalists take the time to 
scrutinise the smaller creatures around 
us, often the knowledge learnt far out¬ 
weighs the size of the animal in question.

Concerns rise 
over loss of 
bankingservice 

THE spiralling rate of branch closures could leave more 
towns in Shropshire without a single bank, campaigners 
have warned. 

The number of communities around the country with¬ 
out a single branch is thought to have increased to around 
1,400 last year, and the pace at which closures come about 
has increased. 

Big lenders have also abandoned their pledge to keep 
open branches which are the last banks in town, and more 
Shropshire towns now face the prospect of losing their only 
banking outlet. 

The latest figures come from the Campaign for Commu¬ 
nity Banking, which is putting pressure on the government 
to help ensure that smaller communities still have access 
to a physical bank. Since the last full database of towns’ 
banking facilities was compiled in 2003, one village on the 
Shropshire border has lost its last lender, while three more 
now rely on just one remaining branch for all their business 
and domestic banking. 

Leintwardine’s final branch of HSBC shut its doors in 

2010, while in the same area Craven Arms was left with 
only one outlet after HSBC withdrew in 2012, and Bishops 
Castle relies solely on HSBC after Barclays withdrew in 

2011. Much Wenlock lost its HSBC branch in 2013 to leave 
it solely dependent on Barclays, while Church Stretton has 
two outlets - TSB and Barclays - after HSBC’s exit in 2013, 
but the campaign group has warned that the departure of 
one outlet can be an indicator that others are set to quit 
the same town. 

Nationally, 399 branches have closed already this year, 
and the total is now expected to eclipse the 479 that shut 
during 2014. 

HSBC’s recent announcement that it is to cut back its 
estate - potentially hitting around 100 outlets in the UK - 
could place further pressure on local communities. 

Campaign director Derek Finch said: “All those three or 
four towns in Shropshire - and especially the first three - 
must now be at high risk. 

“Don’t be put off by the fact that their next branch is six, 
seven or eight miles away, as we have seen some that are 
over 10 miles away.” Ray Hickinbottom, chairman of the 
Shropshire branch of the Federation of Small Businesses, 
said closures would impact the small and medium-sized 
enterprises that make up the vast bulk of businesses in 
Shropshire, as well as individuals.

The Gambia Horse and Donkey Trust is a 
small charity, registered in both the UK and 
The Gambia. 

It was founded in 2002 by two sisters who 
were concerned that with no tradition of 
horsemanship in The Gambia and a combi¬ 
nation of poor management, high disease 
risk and poverty, farmers were investing 
comparatively large amounts of money for 
a working animal only for it to die, too often 
within six months. 

Not only was this causing further hard¬ 
ship for the farmers, it was also creating a 
serious animal welfare problem and veteri¬ 
nary services did not have the infrastructure 


or finances to be able to help the farmers. 
The charity says a healthy working animal 
can increase a farming family’s income by 
up to 500 per cent and buying an animal is 
a big investment for a family. 

If the animal becomes sick or dies not 
only the animal suffers, but its owners suffer 
too. The Gambia is one of the poorest 
countries in Africa and is unable to provide 
all the veterinary support that the farmers 


require, so when the animals become ill, 
sometimes the owners are simply unable to 
find help for it. 

The charity believes in providing the 
Gambian people with the skills and 
knowledge to prevent and solve their own 
problems, creating a long term, sustainable 
solution. 

It relies heavily upon dedicated volun¬ 
teers who offer their time and services, and 


it employs a team of local Gambian staff. 

The charity’s projects include work to 
set up educational programmes, veterinary 
treatments, community development and 
annual shows. 

The overall aim of the Gambia Horse and 
Donkey Trust is to reduce rural poverty in 
The Gambia through improving the health, 
welfare and productivity of working animals.

Hidden secrets at 
castle are unveiled 


AN art exhibition has been 
opened in previously unseen 
rooms at Chirk Castle giving vis¬ 
itors a chance to see new parts 
of the castle and enjoy artwork of 
its hidden secrets. 

The castle has hosted local artist 
Matthew Wood throughout the winter 
as he has been hard at work trying to 
capture views of Chirk normally un¬ 
seen by visitors, as well as taking a 
unique look at those parts of the castle 
on the visitor route. 

His finished work has now gone on dis¬ 
play in two rooms of the North Range that 
were previously not open to the public. 

Jon Hignett, interpretation and program¬ 
ming officer at the castle, said: “It’s fantas¬ 
tic to see all of the work on the walls at last. 

“Matthew has been working with us all 
winter, sometimes in some pretty cold and 
miserable conditions, so after all his effort 
we were all excited to see the exhibition 
come together. 

“Along with the new rooftop tours which 
take place on weekdays, and the new estate 
walks trails this is another step we are tak¬ 
ing in trying to give visitors more access to 
the castle and grounds and to allow our vis¬ 
itors to appreciate the beauty and history of 
the castle in new ways. 

“Chirk has over 700 years of fascinating 
history to share, and we really think that 
this new exhibition gives a taste of that.” 

The exhibition contains 35 paintings, 
with 15 more on display at Ffin y Parc gal¬ 
lery in Llanrwst. 

It runs until July 15. 

Mr Wood’s work is painted on found and 
fabricated sections of board. 

He said: “I paint in one sitting in site spe¬ 
cific locations. 

“My work explores the environment 
whether it be constructed or natural. 

“I am interested in a sense of place and 
atmosphere and the painterly depiction of 
space and distance.”

visitors have been voting in their hundreds 
for their favourite piece of work. 

The winning painting was of the Long 
Gallery, and will be donated to the castle by 
the artist. 

The castle’s state rooms are open daily 
from noon to 5pm and normal admission 
charges apply. 

A stark symbol of power, Chirk Castle 
was completed in 1310 during the reign 
of the conquering Edward I to subdue the 
last princes of Wales. Built on an outcrop 
above the meeting point of the rivers Dee 
and Ceiriog, the imposing silhouette of the 
castle was a brooding statement of English 
intent in these disputed lands. 

With over 700 years of history, and as 
the last castle from this period still lived in 
today, Chirk Castle’s many occupants have 
left behind lavish interiors and a beautiful 
and eclectic collection. 

The state rooms include a 17th-century 
Long Gallery, grand 18th-century saloon 
with rich tapestries, servants’ hall, and the 
restored East Range, containing the library 
and 1920s style Bow Room showing off 
Chirk Castle’s connections to high society. 

A huge draw for many people is the gar¬ 
den’s extensive and attractive gardens. 

The award-winning gardens cover 5.5 
acres of manicured lawns, clipped yews, 
herbaceous borders, rose, shrub and rock 
gardens, and the wooded pleasure ground 
making the area perfect for a stroll. There 
is also a terrace overlooking the 18th cen¬ 
tury ha-ha at the bottom of the garden, with 
stunning views over the Cheshire and Salop 
plains. Chirk Castle has over 480 acres of 
estate parkland, with wild ponies, sheep, 
veteran trees, and a preserved section of 
Offa’s Dyke. The estate is located within an 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty and 
has also been designated a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest as an important habitat 
for rare invertebrates, bats, fungi, and wild 
flowers.

THE sound of engines filled a castle’s 
grounds for an annual three-day motoring 
festival which attracted thousands of pet¬ 
rol heads. 

Rally cars, sports cars and motorcycles were 
on show at Cholmondeley Pageant of Power, held 
at Cholmondeley Castle, near Whitchurch. 

Visitors to the show were also treated to a full dis¬ 
play from a Vulcan bomber on what organisers said 
was its last public appearance over Cheshire. It was a 
welcome treat for festival fans, who had initially been 
told to expect a flypast. 

The Red Bull Matadors aerobatic team also wowed 
crowds at the show. 

The RAF Typhoon display team and BAC Strikemas- 
ter also took to the skies. 

High-performance cars raced round the track while 
jet ski championships were held on the lake on the 
opening day of the show. 

Other attractions over the weekend included drag 
car and bike demonstrations and stunts from trials 
bike legend Dougie Lampkin.

About an hour’s drive from Plitvice is Paklenica Na¬ 
tional Park. With the Velika (big) and Mala (small) Paklen¬ 
ica gorges incised into the southern slopes of the Velebit 
mountains, Paklenica is more suited to active types. Rock 
climbers of varying ages show off their strength as they 
take on the Anica Kuk wall, an almost vertical limestone 
rock face. I’m surprised to see that some even have young 
children with them on ropes. For those who, like me, find 
climbing a challenge, other active options include hiking, 
trail running, rafting and canoeing on the Zrmanja river. 
Or, if sport really isn’t your bag, there are photo safari 
tours, where 4WD vehicles transport budding photogra¬ 
phers through the wild terrains. 

This is my first visit to Croatia, and I’ve already fallen 
in love with the country, the friendly people, their cus¬ 
toms and the culture.

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A unique project for Toyota in UK plant 


Toyota has begun production of the 
all-new Avensis in what has been de¬ 
scribed as an “unprecedented” chal¬ 
lenge and a “unique achievement”. 

The Avensis, in saloon and ‘Tourer’ estate 
body styles and with petrol and diesel en¬ 
gines, joins the 2015 Auris in production at 
the Burnaston plant in Derbyshire. 

Never before has a Toyota division outside Ja¬ 
pan been tasked with planning, building and de¬ 
livering two new models at the same time, making 


the achievement a unique success for Toyota GB. 
The two models share a production line from start 
to finish, making the process of integrating the 
new Avensis all the more problematic. The plant 
had to accelerate from zero to 800 cqrs per day in 
just 10 days under the new system. 

Jon Corpe, TMUK’s project manager, said: 
“Normally, as production of an outgoing model 
slows down, the build of the new one takes over 
on the line to compensate, so the number of cars 
leaving the plant is fairly consistent. 

“In this case, production of both models came 


to an end at the same time. We had to be sure 
we could meet global demand for the new cars 
immediately.” 

Tony Walker, TMUK’s deputy managing direc¬ 
tor, said: “Our people are very experienced, the 
average length of service is 12 years, so they 
were absolutely ready to take on something like 
this. 

“New Auris and Avensis take us up to nine new 
model launches since Burnaston came on stream 
in 1992, with a similar number of ‘minor change’ 
programmes as well.”

Best time to change? 



It’s easy to get too comfortable 
with your current car when a 
change could be good for you 
and your finances. But when is a 
good time to change? 

We love our cars in the UK. So much 
so, that our car ownership is among 
the highest per capita in the world, and 
we spend more money looking after 
them and keeping them in fine fettle 
than our European counterparts. 

However, this love for our cars can blind 
us as to when it’s time to let Old Faithful go. 

Just as many of us find it desperately diffi¬ 
cult to know when to let a much loved family 
pet head to the pet shop in the sky, we often 
hang on to our cars beyond the sensible 
point we should change them.

Whether this is down to sentimentality 
or we just become too accustomed to our 
chosen set of wheels, making the decision 
to change cars at the right time is as crucial 
as the car you decide to buy next. 

Used car values start to drop the moment 
you drive any car out of the showroom. 
Whether it’s a brand-new vehicle or a used 
one, the price is only going one way and 
that’s down. 

Of course, choosing the right car in the 
first place will help offset this depreciation 
so it affects you at a slower rate than with 
other makes and models. 

Even so, depreciation is a fact of motor¬ 
ing life, but knowing when to swap your ex¬ 
isting car for a new one is the important fac¬ 
tor in avoiding the worst of this financial hit. 

Motoring butterflies who like to change 


their car regularly, and some do this every 
six months, are the drivers who will be pe¬ 
nalised the most. 

The depreciation curve of almost every 
car starts off steeply, plummeting down be¬ 
fore beginning to level out as the car reach¬ 
es three-years old. 

The most popular cars will enjoy a slightly 
more gentle decline in value, but the cross¬ 
over point between steep decline and level¬ 
ling off is generally around that three-year 
mark, and we Brits have been locked in to a 
three-year cycle of changing cars for many 
years. 


We love taking delivery of a new car and 
the British are also more brand conscious 
than most European drivers. For this rea¬ 
son, cars tend to go out of fashion and fa¬ 
vour in the UK than elsewhere, so values 
also drop correspondingly. 

If you buy a car as a fashion statement, 
it’s wise to trade it in while its star is still high 
in the sky of desirability. 

Wait six months while you enjoy its 15 
minutes of fame and you could end up pay¬ 
ing dearly for this indulgence when the next 
big thing arrives. 

The truly smart money will wait for a car to 


be one to three years old, letting someone 
else fund the depreciation. 

Once the car has shed the bulk of its val¬ 
ue but it still new enough to be desirable 
and reliable, canny buyers swoop in to get 
a great car at anything up to 40% of its price 
when new. 

Run a car like this for a couple of years 
and sell it on while it’s still shiny and new 
enough to have kerb appeal and you will 
always minimise the blow of depreciation. 
Hang on too long and you could end up 
with a car worth little other than the memo¬ 
ries you have of driving it.
